From the night of November 15 to the 
morning of November 16, the puppet forces continued their 
bombardment pf the Government forces at Taoling and Hung 
Kuo Er Du ( §z7esi )- Concrete evidence has been 
Secured showing that the "Manchukuo" and bandit forces 
are being directed by military officers of a certain 
nation. Many unexploded bombs dropped by the enemy 
aeroplanes bear the insignia of a certain nation and the 
name of the factories wherein they were manufactured. 

The soltzers of a certain nation at 
Zangtu (7K{% ) have been secretly transferred to other 
regions, and are busily engaged in transporting military 
supplies. Most of them wear ane uniforms. They are 
being dispatched to Shangtu ( fj{#P ) to take part in the 
invasion of Suiyuan.

THE SITUATION IN SUIYUAN 


On the morning of November 20, 2 bridge 
near Fengchen to the east of Chining was destroyed by enemy 
planes, 

The bandits under Wong Ying and Li Shou 
Shing !: ve evacuated their position to the west of Seungtu 
and ar planning to resort to guerilla war. It is reported 
that Wong Ying's forges are moving to North Suiyuan where, 
in conjunction with the Mongolian forces, they will =ttempt 
to invade Wuchuen end Kweisui. 

One of Wong Ying's battalions, 1000 
strong, wes disbanded at Hung-Ke-Er-Tu by the Suiyuan 
forces. 

On the night of November 19, the bandits 
under the conmend of Tsang Van Ching made four unsuccessful 
attac!s on Shingwo with the aid of heavy artillery fire and 
tanks. Cn November 20, they retreated ten miles from 
their original position. 

In an interview with representatives 
from Peiping to console his men, General Fu Tso Nyi, Chairman 
of the suiyuan Provincial Government, ssid that he was 
deten: ned to suppress the bandits and to protect his 
territory. 

According to reliable information 
received, a certain nation has been transporting large 
quantities of munitions to the Suiyuen front by the Peiping- 
Suiyuan Railway. The transportation is being handled by 
the Intemational Transportation Company which was formed 
mos tly of capital belonging to a certain nation. This 
transpcertation of large qu@éntities of munitions is having 
an edv-rse effect on our military operations. 

Since the commencement of the fighting 
in dast Suiyuan, a Battalion of soldiers of a certoin nation 
has woved to the front and about 200 military officers have 
been eppointed to direct the bandit forces. 

On November 19, two bandit aeroplanes 
which were reconnoitring over Hung-Ke-Er-Tu at a low altitude 
were shot down,

We have often heard it said, "The Chinese are 
insincere in the negotiations." The Japanese recently 
declared that snould China insist on her views, they would 
take action in North China.

Japanese claim-that the fighting in East Suiyuan 
is purely a Chinese question, but the shells and bombs that 
are being used by the invaders are "made in Japan." As to 
the participation of Japanese in the invasion, Japan is 
Saying that individual participation vy Japanese has nothing 
to do with the Japanese Government. However, we submit 
for oonsideration the following two points:- 

1) The Japanese Kwantung Army has denied any previous 
knowledge of the invasion by the Mongolian invaders, but 
it kas shown its sympathy towards the invasion.

The attack by the bandit forces in East 
Suiyv n daring the past three d8ys have been repulsed by 
the Government troops. 

At 15 a.m. November 15, about 2,000 
bandit c@valry covered by eight aeroplanes and scores of 
field guns leunched a heavy attack on Taoling. The bandit 
aeroplenes dropped about 80 bombs. After making six 
unsuccessful attempts to advance, the bandits retree ted. 

Heavy snow fell on the night of November 15. 
On the moming of November 15, five seroplenes of a certain 
n-tion flew over Shining at a low aktitude. They later 
reconndtred the Government's defence lines et Chochishan 
but left without dropping any bomb. 

Severel military officers of a certain 
nation, presum®bdly the instructors of the troops of 
“L.anchukuo", have arrived at Shangtou to direct operetions,. 
Large numbers of “"Lanchukuo" fcerces are now being concentrated 
in the various Hsiens of North Charhar. There is a shortage 
of provisions. The "Manchukuo" forces have elouchigged 
much cettle belonging to hongolian banners and this, reated 
much i11-feeling. 

According to information received from 
reliable sources, about 1CO military officers of a certain 
n- tion have arrived at Doloner from Jehol. after changing 
into hongolian uniforms, they joined the "Manchukuo®" forces 
unc.xr Li Shou Sin and the handits under Wong Ying.
